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SLEUTHS ROUND UP 
SHIPWRECKED CREW 


Passengers of the Lost Steamer 
Cyclades Also Taken to 
a Law Office.

THINK SHIP WAS SCUTTLED 


Insurance Officials Hold a Long In- 
quiry Behind Barred Doors and 
Hearing Will Go On To-day. 


A shipwrecked skipper and his crew ai.d 
passengers were rounded up by detectives 
on their arrival yesterday and taken from 
a Brooklyn pier to the office of a law 
firm in Wall Street, where an inquiry 
was begun to confirm or set at rest a 
suspicion that their craft had been delib- 
erately scuttled. They were from the 
Greek steamer Cyclades, which while 
bound for Pensacola by the way of New 
Orleans went on a -sandbar off the Ba- 
hamas on May 13 and sank next day. 
Previous to that she had been ashore 
Outside Pensacola, but got off after jet- 
tisoning some of her cargo. All on board 
escaped in the ship’s boats and reached 
Nassau, from where they took the Vigi- 
lancia for this port. 

The four passengers, two of them wo- 
men, were taken from the Brooklyn pier 
of the Ward Line in a carriage™to the 
law office, while the crew were herded 
across on the ferry. 

The story of the wreck of the Cyclades 
is not devoid of exciting incidents, but 
they all pale before the experience of 
yesterday. This began when the Vigi- 
lancia swung at anchor and the revenue 
cutter came alongside. She brought two 
representatives of the Peterson Detective 
Agency, Marine Investigators, of 25 
Whitehall Street, and a representative of 
the law firm of Wallace, Butler & Brown, 
who act for the Marine Underwriters. 
They took along two interpreters. 

Their action comes only after a careful 
investigation into the mysterious events 
which ended in the loss of the vessel. 
After receiving the news that the vessel 
had foundered the insurance officials 
began an investigation, and they have 
had at least fourteen of the Peterson 
Bureau at work in the West Indies, New 
Orleans, and Pensacola. The Cyclades, it 
is said, was insured for aboyt $400,000, 

The inquiry had reached a point where 
it was necessary to take the testimony of 
the passengers and crew, and so those 
who were trying to get at the truth re- 
garding the loss of the steamer deter- 
mined to take drastic steps. 

Capt. Mandacus, the skipper, was told 
to get his crew of twenty-one together 
and be ready to go from the pier to the 
law office at 54 Wall Street. When they 


landed the greatest 
prevent outsiders from getting at the 
men or interviewing the passengers. The 
guard which went down the bay was in- 
creased until about ten men were en- 
gaged in guarding them, A photographer 
who attempted to snap the crew was 
driven off by a lawyer. 

The offices of Wallace, Butler & Brown, 
at 54 Wall Street, were carefully guarded, 
too. The building was closed, but to pre- 
vent any one getting near the room in 


which the hearing took place a guard was 
placed at the street door he whole 
afternoon was taken up in examining the 
two women. One of the detectives said 
{it was possible that some arrests might 
be made. 

The Cyclades left Pensacola on May 5, 
carrying a cargo of old iron, cotton, and 
lumber. She first got into trouble near 
that port, going on a bar. She got rid of 
a portion of her cargo, floated, and pro- 
ceeded to New Orleans, arriving there on 
May 9. Her four passengers got aboard 
at Pensacola, where they live. They are 
John Collas, Peter Arta, Mrs. Enrico Arta, 
his daughter, and Ganola Arta, her 
daughter. 

The vessel got under way for Trieste on 
May 9. According to the stories of her 
loss, she again touched bottom, and this 
time on May 13 on Sand Cay. The shock 
of grounding started some of her bottom 
plates, and she began to leak. The water 
gained in spite of the steam pumps, and 
finally it crept up to the engine room 
fires and put them out. Then the men 
manned the hand pumps. 

All their efforts were of no avail. Inch 
by inch the water gained on them, and at 
last, when the stokehold was full and 
there was no hope for the vessel, Capt. 
Mandacus ordered all hands to the small 
boats. Three were lowered, but one was 
smashed as soon as it struck the water. 
Into the others piled the four passengers 
and the crew. 

Fortunately, the weather was good and 
the embarking in the small boats was de- 
void of danger. It was Mrs. Arta who 
came near delaying the escape until it 
was too late. When the skipper ordered 
his passengers into the boat she declared 
she would not leave without her two par- 
rots and sewing machine, 

“You must come,” insisted the ship’s 
company. 

No I will not leave this ship,” said 
the woman calmly. “I will only go with 
my machine and parrots." 

Capt. Mandacus, seeing there was no 
time for further argument, ordered two 
men to bring the sewing machine up anil 

ut it in the boat. ot until then did 

rs. Arta get into the waiting boat. 

A few minutes after the two boats got 
away the Cylades foundered between 
Cape Stirrup and Abaco Reef. The small 
boats separated. Tne one In which Capt, 
Mandacus and fifteen men embarked was 
taken in tow by a smal] fishing schooner 
and finally reached Barry Island, and 
from there got to Nassau. W hen they 
arrived there nothing had been heard of 
the other boat, which contained the ship's 
passengers, and it was reported that they 
were lost. A day after the skipper's boat 
landed the others came into port. The 
were landed from a fishing boat whic 
had picked them up at sea. 

The experience of the survivors in the 
small bdats was a trying one. They had 
but little protection from,the heat of the 
tropical sun, and their supplies consisted 
sf a loaf or two of bread and two small 

s of water. Fortunately they did not 

oy for they were only afloat a day 
when the fishing boats came along. 

After the hearing the members of the 
crew were taken under guard to a sail- 
ors’ boarding house in Cherry Street, and 
the passengers, all of whom are related, 
were sent to relatives in Hoboken. The 
bqasing will continue to-day.

WASHINGTON, May 24. — Senator 
Chauncey M. Depew spent an uneasy day, 
and to-night emerged from the shelter of 
his home in trepidation. His uneasiness 
grew out of his statement in a morning 
paper that “more people dle from over- 
eating than from  overdrinking.”’ He 
wishes now he had not said it. 

The Senator attended the first night 
session of the Senate last evening, :.nd 
when he reached his house it was late. 
Accordingly he slept late this morning. 
Before he was out of bed the telephone 
bell rang insistently. It continued to 
ring at intervals until, when the Senator 
was descending the stairs to breakfast, 
its shrill whir-r-r filled the house. 

“Hullo,” said the statesman, in his 
most mellifluous voice. ‘ Yes, this {s 
Senator Depew. I beg your pardon? Oh, 
but my dear Madam, you misunder— Yes, 
I said it, but really you must permit me 
to explain. I based my statement on— 
Why, Madam, you pain me. No one has 
the welfare of the youth of this country 
more at heart than—”’

AY THE ALTAR 


Parishioner Attacks Him at the 
End of Mass in a Mis- 
souri Town. 


WOUNDS PROBABLY FATAL 


No Motive Apparent, Except Possible 
Insanity—Priest and Assailant 
Had Been Friends.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., May 24.—Just after he 


{had finished singing high mass at St, Jo- 


seph’s Church at Salisbury, Mo., this 
morning the Rev. Joseph F. Lubeley was 
attacked and stabWed twice by a wealthy 
parishioner, Joseph Schuette. His wounds

ber of the church, then attacked two 
member of the congregation who rushed 
to the priest's aid as he sank to the floor 
at the second blow.

The priest recelved temporary ald and 
was placed in the Wabash express and 
was brought here to St. Mary's Infirm- 
ary. He was accompanied by Dr. Baker 
and Miss Tillie Lubeley, his cousin and 
housekeeper. 

On the parlor car of the fast train 
Father Lubeley met Bishop Thomas Bo- 
nacum of Lincoln, Neb., and two nuns, 
the Mother General of the Order of St. 
Joseph and her assistant, both bound for 
their headquarters in Carondelet. The 
prelate and the nuns aided the phys!- 
cian and Miss Lubeley in caring for the 
wounded clergyman. 

Father Lubeley exhibited the greatest 
fortitude during the five hours’ ride to 
St. Louis. 

“T’ll be all right, unless the knife was 
infected,” he said, as he lay stretched 
out on a sofa in the parlor car. 

“I cannot imagine why Schuette at- 
tacked me,”’ he said. ‘‘ We were the best 
of friends and I never did anything con- 
sciously or unconsciously to incur his 
enmity. He must have lost his reason.” 

Except for a few moments following the 
attack, Father Lubeley's mind was clear 
regarding the attack. 

“He attacked me from behind my 
back,” he said, ‘‘ And I had no chance to 
defend myself. Fortunately the first 
thrust of the knifo grazed my temple. It 
would have killed me had it struck me 
direct. The doctors tell me the second 
blow missed my jugular vein by a narrow 
margin.” 

Schuette, according to members of St. 
Joseph's congregation, gat in the rear of 
the church during the high mass, though 
his family occupied its pew in the cen- 
tre of the church. He is sald to have 
glared at Father Lubeley throughout the 
services, and particularly during the ser- 
mon, gnashing his teeth in seeming rage. 

Not a word was uttered by the man to 
indicate that he intended harm to the 
priest, though his pecullar actions have 
caused comment in the town recently, it 
is said. 

Schvette quarreled with John Legendro, 
former Sergeant at Arms of the Missouri 
House of Representatives, a resident of 
Salisbury, yesterday, and threatened him 
with his knife. He was calmed, and the 
incident was overlooked because of his 
standing in the community, 

But few of those who attended the high 
mass at St. Joseph's Church to-day knew 
of Schuette’s quarrel with Legendro, most 
of the parishioners being farmers, who 
live in the near-by country, and whose 
duties on the farm at this season of the 
year keep them at home on week days. 

Nothing was said by members of 
Schuette’s family, it is stated, that in- 
dicated to his friends that he was in a 
dangerous mood. Schuette has been one 
of the most liberal supporters of St. 
Joseph's Church, and one of his daugh- 
ters was an intimate friend of Father 
Lubeley’s cousin, who made her home 
with him. 

‘He was the last man tn the world I 
would expect to attempt my life,"’ said the 
priest as he referred to his friendship for 
his assailant. 

Father Lubeley was educated in the 
parochial schools of St. Louis and in Italy 
and Austria. He is an accomplished lin- 
guist, speaking five languages, and is also 
favorably known as a musician, 

The little town of Salisbury, with a pop- 
ulation of 2,500, is sorrow stricken, Prac- 
ticaliy the entire congregation followed 
him to the train. 

Father Lubeley is 88 years old, and of 
powerful build. His assailant is about 
45 years old, tall and strong, but not as 
robust as his victim. Father Lubeley re- 
fuses to cherish any resentment against 
the friend who gave him the wound that 
may cost his Iifs. ; 

‘He did not know what he was doing,” 
he declared, “‘and I hope his sanity is 
inquired into before any effort is made 
to punish him.” 

A version of the affair is that Father 
Lubeley publicly reprimanded Schuette 
for attacking Legendro Saturday. This 
Father Lubeley denies, stating that he 
said nothing reflecting upon Schuette. 
Two more persons unidentified were 
wounded in the struggle to subdue 
Schuette. 


TWELVE-TOED GIRL MISSING. 


Father Thinks She Was Spirited Away 
to Her Mother. 


Marle Foscolo, who, according to her 
father, has twelve fingers and twelve 
toes, is supposed ta have been kidnapped 
from her*home, 262 Bleecker Street, yes- 
terday afternoon, and the police have 
sent out a general alarm for her. The fa- 
ther told the police at Headquarters that 
the girl was dressed up for a walk, and 
that when his housekeeper, who was to 
have accompanied her, come downstairs 
to get her, she was gone, 

Foscolo's wife left him about six months 
ago and is said to have joined the chorus 
of a theatrical company. Since she went 
away her brothers, Edward and Louis, 
have lived in the same house with the 
hysband, They also were reported to the 
police as missing, and an alarm was sent 
out for them. Foscolo thinks the child 
was taken to her mother. 
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SIX HURT IN TROLLEY WRECK. | 


Tremont Avenue ¢ Car Jumps the Trac a 
and Rams an Electric Pole. 


A westbound trolley car on its way from 
Westchester to Tremont, on the Tremont 
Avenue line, Jumped the track on the 
West Farms Road at Leland Avenue, one 
block south of the Catholic Protectory, 
last night, struck an electric light pole, 
and swung around into a ditch, bending 
the pole and injuring s!x passengers. 

The car, which was in charge of Con- 
ductor Edward Henry and Motorman 
James Frazee, was running at a rapid 
rate when it jumped the track on a short 
curve and struck an electric light pole.

2 KILLED IN TROLLEY CRASH. 


Philadelphia Cars Filled with Pas-| 


sengers in Collision.

PHILADELPHIA, May 24.—Two per- 
sons were killed and forty injured in a 
collision of trolley cars near Chestnut Hill 
shortly before 11:30 o’clock to-night. 

A car crowded with Sunday pleasure 
seekers gained the top of a steep hill on 
Germantown Avenue, end the motorman 
threw off the power while descending the 
grade. The brakes would not work, and 
the heavy elght-wheeled car gained tre- 
mendous momentum as it swept down the 
hill. 

A short distance ahead was another car 
eity-bound. The first car crashed into its 
leader, shoving it along at terrific speed. 
The two cars swayed on down the hill. 
Observers say that they sped along at 
the rate of a mile a minute. Huddled 
inside was a panic-stricken crowd. Wo- 
men screamed and beat those about them, 
Men kicked through windows and leaped 
through the jagged holes. Many threw 
themselves from the platforms. 

A third car was several hundred yards 
ahead. Into this crashed the other two. 
The third car. crumbled under the shock 
of the terrific blow, and its passengers 
were tossed into the air or crushed be- 
tween posts and splintered wood. 

Scarcely a passenger in the three cars 
escaped without an injury of some kind. 
Some of the least seriously injured said 
that the motorman on the runaway car 
had turned off his power and was pass- 
ing down the hill slowly when somethirg 
went amiss with the brakes and the car 
bounded forward. Others declared that 
the car had reached the crest of the hill 
and was descending when there came a 
break In the power supply. 


13 HURT IN OTTAWA CRASH. 


Cars Crash at Poot of Hill and Pas- 
sengers Are Crushed. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, May 24.—Thirteen 
people were injured to-day In a street car 
collision two miles from here. Two of the 
injured may die. Twelve have been taken 
to hospitals. 

A large car had stopped at the foot of a 
grade to discharge passengers. A smaller 
car loaded to the guards bowled down the 
grade behind it and was unable to stop, 
The smaller car was of older type than 
the large car, and its platforms were built 
about two feet lower. When the little car 
struck the standing one the impact forced 
the small car under the larger one, and 
the platform of the latter cut off the 
upper body of the small car and crushed 
the first four rows of cross seats, and 
some of the ) passengers were injured.

|has risen ten feet during the past twelve 
|}hours and the Arkansas eight feet. The 
entire country Is under water. 

Late this afternoon a message was re- 
ceived at the Midland Valley Railroad 
offices here from Jenks, Okla., saying 
that the town is under water and that 
help is needed. The railroad is power- 
less to send aid, as much track and a 
bridge went out to-day. Jenks is fifty- 
three miles north of Muskogee, and is 
located in extremely low country. It is

The water has nearly reached the wagon 
bridge across the Arkansas River at this 
place, and all travel over the structure 
has been stopped.

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JUSTICE NOT TALKING 
OF GOULD WEDDING 


But a Friend Offers “‘ the Rest of 
the Story” for,a Trifle 
of $150 or So. 


LOOKING FOR CERTIFICATE 


if Mr. Budenbender of Hoboken Did 
Wed Mme. Gould to Prince Helle 
the Record May Come Out To-day. 


W. C. Budenbender, a Justice of the 
Peace of Hoboken, was quoted in The 
American yesterday as having declared to 
@ reporter that he had married Mme. 
Anna Gould to the Prince Helie de Sagan 
in his office at 404 Washington Street on 
the night of April 10 before Mme. Gould 
sailed for Europe. 

“Yes, it is true,” Budenbender was 
quoted as saying to the reporter. “I won't 
deny it. I don’t want to be quoted, but 
you can go ahead and write the story. I 
married them.”’ 

The law governing the conduct of his 
office allows the Justice thirty days in 
which to file a record of any marriage 
he has performed with the clerk of the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics. The clerk, 
Joseph Tucker, has not received a report 
of any such marriage from Budenbender 
and the thirty-day limit was passed four- 
teen days ago. 

When a Trxes reporter called at the 
Justice’s home at 819 Washington Street 
yesterday he was met by a woman, who 
declared that Justice Budenbender and his 
wife had gone to Orange to spend the day 
and would not return until late at night. 
But Justice Budenbender had already 
been out for his morning stroll down 
Hoboken’s main street. Without affirm- 
ing or denying the report, he let it be 
known that he had officiated at a prize 
Hoboken wedding, and the sum of $500 as 
a fea was reported by one of his friends. 
This friend, whom he called “ Max,” and 
who runs a cigar store, also told Tur 
Timus reporter that the Justice had got 
another §500 for the story of the marriago. 

“And,” said the cigar man to Tu» 
Trups reporter, “I'll put you next to a 
mean who will give you the rest of tho 
story if you'll pay $150 for it.” 

The Justice, a few minutes after he was 
reported In Orange, left his house for 
another tour down Washington Street. In 
the saloon of a particular friend he was 
asked if the report that he had married 
Mme, Gould and the Prince was true, 

“TI have nothing to say,” he replied, 

“But you are quoted here as saying 
that you did marry them,” he was told. 

“*I have seen it,” he replied, 

* Wil you affirm or deny it?” 

“I will say nothing, I tell you.” 

The office of the Justice is two and a 
half blocks away from the Hamburg- 
American Line Pler, where Mme. Gould 
took the Friederich der Grosse on the 
night of April 10, the Prince bidding her 
good-bye and returning to the Waldorf- 
Astoria. The story of the marriage has it 
that after slipping out”of the St. Regis, 
through the kitchen entrance and getting 
into an automobile, the couple sped to 
Jersey, stopped at the office of the Jus- 


tice who was waiting for them and were 
married there, 

Jersey marriages are.accomplished with 
more speed then any other known brand. 
It is not necessary to have a license. The 
Justice fills out a blank, on which are the 
names of ,, contractin parties, their 
places of birth and residences, and a 
statement that they are entitled to legal 
marriage, Neither party is required to 
sign the document, nd oath is ig ired, 
and either may declare Jersey as his or 
her place of present abode without fear 
of getting into trouble afterward should 
some other part of the world be declared 
as their home. The Prince is alleged to 
have declared New Jersey his place of 
residence at this marriage, 

There are seventy persons in Hoboken 
entitled to marry couples, there being 
five Justices of the Peace and the others 
officials with the power of Magistrates. 

‘“* Would a Magistrate run a chance and 
not report a marriage, as thé law pequiren, 
if he got a big fee?’’ was asked Jus- 
tice of the Peace Frank O’Keefe, one of 
the busiest of the marrying Justices and 
a néighbor of Budenbender. 

“Many of them would,” wag the reply, 
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ht tail a charge of 
malfeasance in office. he fine for vio- 
lation of this law is $50, but a Magistrate 
could afford to pay it out of a five-hun- 
dred-dollar fee.’ 

Justice O'Keefe said\that on April 10 a 
man, who appeared to be a lawyer's 
clerk, went to his office, inquired about 
the marriage laws of the State, and asked 
him how long he would be in. He asked 
the Magistrate for one of his cards, then 
asked for a second, and went away. He 
did not appear again, although the Jus- 
tice was in his office that night at 11 
o'clock. Justice O’Keefe said he did not 
know whether Budenbender had _per- 
formed the ceremony for Mme. Gould and 
the Prince or not. 

Budenbender is quoted as having de- 
clared that he was eager to file the re- 
port of the Gould-de Sagan wedding, and 
as saying that as late as Saturday he 
asked permission to file it and get it off 
his hands.

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FIFTY DOG CATCHERS 
AT WORK THIS WEEK 


83 Animals a Day Seized in the 
Last Few Months, but Now 
the Number Will Rise. 


NEW AUTOMOBILE WAGONS 


S. P. C. A. People Estimate That 1,000 
Animals a Day May Be Gathered— 


All Due to Hydrophobia Scare. 


A force of fifty dog catchers will patrol 
the streets of this city in the coming 
week and for many weeks to come, in an 
effort to prevent cases of hydrophobia here. 
There were already twenty-six official 
dog catchers on the job, and the average 
number of stray dogs and cats captured 
daily in the last four months was eighty- 
three, but the daily catch will doubtless 
be greatly increased when the full force 
begins. operations, 

The twenty-six men who have been 
gathering in all unlikely looking dogs and 
eats are agents of the Soctety fof the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals. Twenty- 
four additional dog catchers will be pro- 
vided by the Board of Health. Two new 
sixty horse power automobiles have been 
ordered by the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, and will be ready 
for business in seven days. Four wagons 
are already in service. 

This additional] effort to keep the streets 
clear of stray dogs and cats is the re- 
sult of the death of hydrophobia last 
week of Willlam H. Marsh of Brooklyn. 
The S. P. C. A..officialg said yesterday 
that, with the assistance of the Health 
Board, they would be able almost to 
double the effectiveness of their work. 
They see no reason why hydrophobla tn 
a few months should not be practically 
stamped out in New York City. They 
admit that the number of cases of rabies 
in the city is increasing, but say that 
there is an increase every year at this 
Season. They are not alarmed by the 
public agitation, and give statistics to 


show that the percentage of deaths from 


dog or cat bite is very small, indeed, even 
if the Pasteur treatment is not taken. 
But this they say is no reason wh stray 
and worthless dogs and cats which roam 
the streets should not be gathered tn and 
asphyxiated. 


Expect to Get 1,000 Animals a Day. 


The §. P. C. A. peopre estimate that so 
large is the number of homeless dogs and 
cats that in the anti-hydrophobia cam- 
paign which will be waged from now on it 
is likely that 1,000 or more dogs and cats 
will be put to death daily for a while, in- 
cluding kittens and puppies. The strays 
are killed as painlessly as possible. They 
are put in a big gas tank, somewhat re- 
sembling the oven of an enormous kitchen 
range, and the gas is turned on. They 
live perhaps eight seconds. In many in- 
sBiances 50, or even 100, dogs and cats are 
asphyxiated at a time fn this tank. The 
8. P. C. A. experts say that the suffering 
of the animals is not much greater than 
if they were killed by chloroform, which 
is too costly to use. 

Of course many dogs and cats which 
are gathered in by the dog catchers are 
redeemed by their owners or other kind- 
hearted persons in the shelters. It costs 
$3 to release a dog, once it is impounded, 

2 going for a license for the ensuing 
year. A dog or cat gathered in from the 
streets is kept three days before the 
death sentence is passed. 

Dog Catchers Don’t Get Hydrophobia 

It may interest folks to know that each 
of the twenty-six dog catchers in the em- 
ploy of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals is bitten on an aver- 
age four times a month. Then men wear 
no gloves. Thus in the fourteen years the 
association has been collecting dogs and 
cats from the streets its dog catchers 
have been titten about 18,000 times ac- 
cording to the society’s statistics. Most 
of these bites have been inflicted by dogs, 
the rest by cats. But of all the bites re- 
ceived by the dog catchers, there is not an 
instance of one of them dying of hydro- 
phobia or, indeed, of a dog bite proving 
mortal to any one of them. True, the 
dog catchers have their wounds cauter- 
ized, whenever they think the dog or cat 
that did the biting has been infected 
with rabies. But none of the dog catchers 
has ever had to take the Pasteur treat- 
ment, so.the officials say, and none has 
suffered from his wounds. 


The number of homeless dogs and cats 
in the streets of New York is astonish- 
ing to the lay mind. Thomas Freel, Su- 
perintendent of the Souiety for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, keeps a 
record of every dog and@ cat seized and 
executed. He said yesterday that the 
number has been increasing greatly each 
month. F 


Statistics of Seizures. 

“In the first place, 275 10 300 dogs and 
cats are taken every day to the shelters,” 
gaid Mr. Freel. ‘In the last four month§ 
there have been 10,000 small anima) 
mostly dogs, seized in Manhattan and 
the Bronx. More than 2,500 were seized 
last month. Four wagons are now work- 
ing full capacity, and our force of twen- 
ty-six men employed in that line of work 
ig busy from morning until night. Last 
year 110,000 small animals were gathered 
in from the streets. 
year have increased 400 per cent. over 
those of last year. In the 


first four 
months of 1907 2,555 were seized from the 
streets. 


In the first four months of this 
year the number of seizures was 10,500. 
“Most of these were homeless dogs 


which might had had rabies or might not. 
But at any rate they were a menace to 
the community. In the fourteen years 
the society has been taking dogs and cats 
off the streets under the law, 1,515,513 
small animals have been destroyed. Most 
of these were mongrel curs living from 
garbage cans or sewers. It is surely in 
the interest of the community to put a 
snapping, snarling, mangy cur which no 
one claims, out of the way. And it is 
also in the interest of the good, desirable 
dogs. 


To Discuss Dog Muzzling. 


The Board cf Health will meet this 
week to consider additional measures of 
protection from hydrophobia. It is said 
that a muzzling ordinance may be advo- 
cuted as a result of the meeting. Sev- 
eral years ago, when there was a hydro- 
phobia scare, the Health Department and 
the Police Department advocated a meas- 
ure to compel owners of all dogs to muz- 
zie them while on the streets. This was 
opposed by dow-owners, who argued 
that muzzies incline te make dogs fret- 
ful and more subject to rabies than if 
they were left unmuzzled. Their protest 
was so loud that nothing was done. 
*Recently Commissioner Bingham was 
approached on the question of the feasi- 
buity of allowing policemen on post to 
. ghoot stray dogs. It was decided, how- 
' ever, that any policeman who did this 
would be personally Hable to the owner 
of the dog, and that, in addition, there 
would be too much danger to celtizens 
from flying bullets. 

According to the Health Department 
statistics, there have been thirty-two 
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deaths from hydrophobia in New York in 
the last year. Many of these, however, 
were persons who had come from a dis- 
tance to be treated hefe, At the Pas- 
teur Institute yesterday it was said that 
twenty-five or thirty persons who have 
been bitten recently by dogs visit there 
oer: Dr. Wheeler, acting head of the 
institute, said that Miss Thompson, sten- 
ographer for Mr. arsh, was gradually 
improving, and had lost some of her 
nervousness. 

Dr. Ira Von Giesen, the bacteriologist 
at the Willard-Parker Hospital, who cut 
himself with a scalpel while removing the 
brain of Mr. Marsh for analysis, said yes- 
terday that he was feeling no ill efects 
from the wound. He has no fear that 
it will prove troublesome. 


HUNTING DOWN THE DOGS. 


Incidents of Yesterday’s Crusade— 
How “ Mad Dog” Cries Arise. 


A message to the effect that a large 
mastiff was mad and likely to bite folks 
at East Forty-seventh Street and Fifth 
Avenue was telephoned to the East Fifty- 
first Street Station by a woman yesterday 
afternoon. Lieut. Daly called the patrol 
wagon and sent Patrolman Driscoll to 
investigate, Driscoll took with him a 
horse blanket with which to cover the 
animal, and thus keep the hydrophobia 
germs off. 

Arriving in front of 2 West Forty-sev- 
enth Street, Driscoll saw a fox terrier 
puppy about six months old in the area- 
way, with the gate closed. Around the 
puppy’s neck was a piece of telephone 
wire fifteen feet long, and at the other 
end of the wire was Policeman Beron, 
holding tight and warning the crowd to 
keep back. About a thousand people had 
gathered and were making varied com- 
ments on the spectacle. The little dog 
was wagging a stump of tail and trying 
to make friends with the crowd. 

By. the time Driscoll had his horse 
blanket in readiness, three other police- 
men had comeup. The policemen sent the 
crowd back half a block, and then drag- 
ging the dog to the gate, the blanket was 
thrown over him, he was lifted into the 
patrol wagon, and taken to the East 
Hifty-first Street Station, where Capt, 
eo?! took a look at him, 

“Why,” said the Captain, ‘ that dog 
wants something to eat.” 

They got food and fed the dog, which 
showed its gratitude by wagging its little 
stump of a tail and eating ravenously. 

The Society for the Prevention of Gruel- 
ty to Animals was notified, and Agent 
Maurice Nolan came on a bicycle to in- 
vestigate. He tied a cord to the pup- 
py’s collar, mounted his bicycle, and 
rode off down Third Avenue with the 
little dog trotting pleasantly along by his 
side. On its colar was the name “ Rich” 
scrawled as though a boy might nave 
scratched it on with a nail, 

Eight-year-old Helen Bergman of 143 
East Nineteenth Street took her little 
Scotch terrier puppy into the back yard 
of her home yesterday to play with it. 
Suddenly the pup began to run around in 
circles, snapping and trying to leap the 
walls—a manifestation in most cases of 
intestinal trouble in a puppy. 

The little girl carried her pup into the 
dining room, where he again began to run 
around in a circle. He did not attempt to 
bite anybody. Helen called her parents 
and they called a policeman. He beat the 
four-months-old dog over the head, got 
him into a corner, and succeeded in end- 
| ing him with two bullets. 
| Edward Herstman of 1,515 Madison 
Avenue was riding a bicycle past the 
East 104th Street Police Station when a

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‘KESSLER’S BODY 
BURIED IN HASTE 


Man Who Shot Himself Yester- 
day, After Killing Girl, In- 
terred in the Afternoon. 


FAULKNER IS 


Miss Doane’s Flance, Whom Kessler 
Wounded, Identifies Suicide’s Pis- 
tol as Having Killed the Girl. 


The body of Lippman Kessler, the 
Brooklyn youth who on Saturday evening 
murdered Miss Nina Doane and shot 
twice at Thomas Faulkner, the young 
man for whom she had jilted him, and 
at 2 o’clock yesterday morning, as told in 
a late edition of yesterday's T1Mmzs, 
committed suicide in Poplar Alley, 
less than half a@ mile from the 
house where he had committed the mur- 
der, was burled tn a plot owned by a He- 
brew benevolent society in Mount Zion 
Cemetery, Maspeth, L, I., yesterday aft- 
ernoon, Only the immediate family, a few 
relatives, and several members of the 
society that owns the cemetery plot, of 
which Kessler’s father is a member, at- 
tended the funeral, The young man’s 
mother did not go to the cemetery, not 
having recovered from the shock of her 
son's deed, 

Kessler shot himself with the same re- 
volver from which he fired the shots that 
| killed Miss Doane and wounded her sweet- 
| heart, When picked up by the police four 
of its chambers were empty, accounting 
for the one bullet which killed the girl, 
the two which wounded Faulkner, and the 
one which entered Kessler’s heart. The 
| revolver had once been taken away from 
| Kessler by Miss Doane after he had 
| threatened to kill her several weeks ago, 
and was returned to him through Faulk- 
ner. The latter identified it yesterday, al- 
though he explained to the police that he 
could not tell positively whether or not 
the body in, the lower Fulton Street Police 
| Station was that of the man who had 
killed his sweetheart and then tried to 
kill him, as he had never seen Kessler, 
having sent the revolver to him by ex- 
press. 

Kessler was without a hat when he 
| killed himself, and had evidently been in 
| hiding in the neighborhood in the hours 
that intervened between the murder and 
his suicide. Poplar Alley is a ten-foot 
passageway running south from Fulton 
Street between two big warehouses near

TO TRY WHITMORE TO-DAY. 


Fifty Witnesses Called by the State in 
the Jersey Swamp Murder. 


Theodore S. Whitmore will be placed on 
trial for his life to-day before Judge | 
John A. Blair in Jersey City, charged 
with the murder of his wife, Lena, whose 
body, stripped of its clothing, was found 
nearly five months ago in a pond on the 
outskirts of Harrison, N. J. 

Whitmore, who was indicted on Feb. 18 
for murder in the first degree, has all 
along protested his innocence. ‘The Hud- 
son County authorities will use against 
Whitmore his denial that the body of 
the murdered woman was that of his 
wife, but afterward admitted it was, and 
that she had disappeared on Christmas| 
Day. Another point to be used by the 
prosecution is that Whitmore wrote sev- 
eral letters after his wife’s death, sign- 
ing her name to them. These letters 
were addressed to his wife's relatives, 
telling them that she had gone to Schen- 
ectady. He also signed her name to a 
telegram which accompanied her trunk 
to the hqme of her sister, Mrs. Schmit- 
ters, in this city a few days after {% 
murder. 

Whitmore will be defended by Alex- 
ander Simpson of Jersey City. The State 
will be represented by Prosecuting At- 
torney Pierre P. Garven and Assistant 
Prosecutor George T, Vicars. Fifty wit- 
nesses, it ig said, will be called by the 
State, and half that number by the de- 
fense. Whitmore’s chief defense will be 
an alibi for Christmas night, the night 
Mrs. Whitmore was murdered. Five im- 
ortant witnesses have been held by the 
Iudson County authorities since early in 
the year. They are Mrs, Georgia Dick- 
inson, with whom Whitmore spent most 
of the time immediately following the 
murder; William Bartlett, sometimes 
known as “ Gold Tooth Billy,” a Bowery 
habitué, who appeared in arrison and 
helped identify the body; Frank Englert, 
an lronworker, who knew Mrs, Whitmore, 
and Frederick Kirkman and Albert 
Thompson of the yacht Idle Hour. Kirk- 
man helped drag the body ashore. His 
yacht was moored near where the mur- 
dered woman was found. The Harrison 
police say that Bartlett has made a con- 
fession implicating Whitmore in the mur- 
der. Bartlett is an ex-convict, and At- 


torney Simpson says that his story will 
probably not have much effect with the 


jury.

Coroner Brewer gave permission for the 
removal of the young man’s body to’the 
home of his parents, at 1,087 Herkimer 
Street, early in the day. Preparations for 
the funeral were made at once. Only 
three coaches followed the hearse to the 
cemetery. 

Faulkner was discharged by Magistrate 
Tighe, in the Adams Street Court, yester- 
day morning, and went at once to his 
home in Flatbush.

He said that the cargo 
was not very valuable, and a great por- 
tion of it would be salvaged. 

The steamer is not in the fairway, but 
is lying up and down stream, with a 
slight leaning toward the New York shore, 
and all vessels give the rocks a wide 
berth, steering close in to the Astoria 
side of the river. The difficulties of the 
wreckers are increased by the heavy 
swell caused by the Sound steamers 
when they pass through the narrow chan- 
nel between Astoria Point-and Flood 
Rock, a distance of 500 feet.

Trinidad. He also has instructed the 
Venezuelan Consul in Trinidad to refuse 
to cleat vessels at Trinidad for these 
ports.

‘will do, and blacklist the individual manu- 
facturers abroad who may intend to en- 
ter the Vanderbilt Cup race, it cannot be 
expected that their action will be en- 
thuslastically received in America. 

There is more at stake in the present 
cuntroversy than the mere question of 
which association shall control automo- 
bile racing. It is absolutely essential 
that a National body should control rac- 
ing and be able to*enforce its policies. 

As a matter of fact, the protests of 
France and Great Britain should not 
carry especial weight in America. If 
either association had been identified 
with the Vanderbilt Cup race in the past 
or aided it their position might be tenable. 
The Automobile Club of France, after it 
had won the trophy, refused to conduct a 
race for it. he Automobile Club of 
Great Britain has never even had an en- 
try in a race for it. The Automobile Club 
ef France did not name a team for tha 
race, although individual French manu- 
facturers entered, and the club specifical- 
ly stated that it had no officig! connec- 
tion with the race. 

The relative interests of foreign and 
American manufacturers in this country 
cannot be compared. Statistics show that 
the American manufacture of automobiles 
is steadily growing and that the impoft 
is decreasing. Last year the export of 
automobiles was larger than the import, 
and the amount of capital invested is vast. 
ly in favor of the American manufact- 
urers. The record of imports and home- 
manufactured products in the last five 
years is significant.

I, thank TH Times, for its good words 
about me, or rather about the Mano Nera’s af.

Central 
Park, for example, is assessed at $200,000,000, 
this price being fixed by comparison with ad- 
jacent land. But if the park were sold in 
building lots they would not. bring any such 
price, because the increment due to the pres- 
ence of the park would be gone, and the sur- 
rounding property would also drop in value. 
It {s probable that the loss in taxable values 
would offset any gain due to leaving the pres- 
| ent park land on the roll as buflding lots. 

The city would have the cash received from 
the park. On the other hand, the building 
up of the park would mean that much less 
i demand for land on the outskirts, and taxable 
values there would shift toward the centre. 

A park is no more a salable asset in Itself 
than a city street. The city would lose fi- 
j nancially if {t made its parks and streets pri- 
‘vate property. Therefore to consider @ park at 
| its jot value, regardless of its relation to other 
| values, results in financial confusion.

Man Throws Two Girls from Auto’s 


Path, but Is Hit Himself. 


William Jardine, a middle-aged man, 
who lives at 447 Sixty-third Street, Brook- 
lyri, was scriously injured in rescuing two 
little girls from the path of a speeding 
automobile at the entrance to Bay Ridge 
Parkway yesterday afternoon.

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AS FRIENDS SAW HIM 


Even Great Success Made No 
Enemies for the Jolliest 
of Comedians. 


SOME EXAMPLES OF HIS WIT 


Lew Fields and Charley Ross Tell of 
His Unfailing Humor, Both on 
and Off the Stage. 


Since the sudden death of Peter F. 
Dalley of pneumonia in Chicago on Satur- 
day all his old friends—and they include 
half the well-known theatrical figures in 
Broadway—have been lamenting the sad 
end of the jolliest of comedians and re- 
calling old stories of his wit. ‘* Pete” 
Dailey was that paragon of successful 
actors, a man practically -without an 
enemy and with hosts of friends. 

Dailey’s sense of humor was grotesque. 
On the stage he liked best to pretend to 
make a great effort to accomplish some- 
thing infinitessimally small. His parts 
were largely what he made them, and he 
remade them more or less for almost 
every performance. Those who went often 
to see ‘the burlesque of ‘The Merry 
Widow "’ at Weber’s this season will recol- 
lect that Pete Dailey was forever telling 
the story of his Nfe with fresh variations. 
It was in this connection that Lew Fields 
said of him !ast night: 

‘““He was one of the few actors who 
needed neither an author nor a stage 
manager.’ Mr. Fields was exaggerating, 


but the exaggeration showed the point. 
One of the very best stories told of 


Dailey deals with an incident one night 
when he was playing “A Straight Tip” 
with May Irwin. In the performance & 
conspicuous plece of jewelry which Miss 
Irwin wore fell to the floor of the stage, 
quite by accident. Mr. Dalley seized a 
big coal shovel, and, without a word, 
scooped up the trinket and put it In the 
icebox. Then, while the audience was 
still convulsed with laughter, he proceed- 
ed as if nothing had happened, 

One of Dailey’s most noted failings, es- 


pecially in tne Weber-Fields days, was 
the regularity with which he managed to 
be at least an hour late to rehearsals, 
Though he was not the “human night 
key of New York” to the extent that 
some people imagine, he certainly had-a 
fondness for late—or, rather, very early— 
hours. 

Lew Fields told last night how Dailey 
came to publicly announce that he would 
never be prompt at rehearsal. On one oc- 
!casion there was a rehearsal at 10 o'clock 
jin the morning, and, as usual, there was 
no Dailey in sight. The stage manager 
thought that he had let this state of af- 
fairs go on long enough, and dismissed 
the entire company, saying there would 

| be a rehearsal in the afternoon if ony one 
could find Dailey. Dailey was not found 
until too late for any rehearsing that day, 
and the other members of the company, 
who finally met him, explained that the 
rehearsal had been postponed until 10 
o'clock the next morning. Dailey stayed 
up all night, because he knew he could 
never go to bed and get up at such an 
hour. At 8:30 o'clock in the morning he 
| went to the theatre, and propped himself 
up on the stage i a couple of chairs, 

As a matter of fact the rehearsal had 
been set for 1 o'clock on the ground that 
Dailey would not get there at 10, So he 
waited from half past 8 o’clock until 1, 
and it was then that, in great wrath, 
he turned on the stage manager and an- 
nounced that he would never again come 
to rehearsal on time, 

On another occasion, according to 
Charles Ross, another of Dailey’s oldest 
friends, and a member of the Weber- 
Fields company, Dailey appeared at 1 
o'clock when the rehearsal had been set 
for 11 o’clock. He went to the call board 
and calmly rubbed out the second figure 
1. Then he called, the stage manager to 
show that he had come on time. Mr. 
Ross also tells of how, in a similar way, 
Dailey once failed to keep an appointment 
at the photographer’s when all the com- 
pany was to be “‘taken.”” That time he 
excused himself on the ground that it 
was April 1. 

Lew Fields tells another story of how 
Dailey, in his own jovial way, made life 
miserable for Charles Bigelow on his first 
entrance to the company. Mr. Dailey 
came to the first rehearsal of the season 
late as usual, and found Mr. Bigelow, 
whose head is notably bald, bending over 
the piano trying to learn a new song. 
Dailey looked at Bigelow and at his bald 
head. Then he exclaimed, ‘“‘ Here’s Charley 
—half naked!’’ He remembered the re- 
mark, though he never repeated it at re- 
hearsal, and used it on Bigelow’s first 
entrance the opening night. 

One day only a couple of months ago at 
Weber’s Music Hall Dailey and Ross and 
another member of the company were 
discussing in their Greening room what. 
they would do in case they left the stage. 
One said he would_go back to his trade as 
a tailor; Ross said he would go back to 
his old work on the race tracks; Dailey 
thought a moment, patted his false mus- 
tache, and remarked that he would be a 
Bank President. 

There is no doubt that Daltley’s last sea- 
son was a very happy one. One night he 
sat down staifs in Weber’s and told a 
TimEs reporter how glad he was to be 
back on ‘‘the old track.” Moreover, he 
enjoyed his life with Mr. and Mrs, Ross 
at their apartment at 1,556 Broadway. 

Charles Ross, perhaps the closest of all 
Dailey’s friends, lying abed with an in- 
jured knee at a private hospital. yesterday 
wrote these few lines about his old chum: 

Only a great, big, good-natured chap, 

Who Insisted on keeping young, 

Never showed sorrow, worry, or care, 

Turned trouble to jest with the songs he 


sung. 
None could be dull in his presence, 

He greeted all beaming gally— . 
Please Pity him a place with your angels, 


For there’s only one Pete Dalley.

Then he 
held the engineer's head up, the water 
being within an inch of his mouth, while 
the trainmen tried to free Cowan, but 
still unsucessfully. It was some time be- 
fore a wrecking crew could get to the 
scene. When one did arrive nothing short 
of a crane big enough to lift the engine 
out of the water would have shown in 
just what manner Cowan was held. 
There were no tools that could help the 
men out, for as Cowan told them: 

“Tools haven't nerves. You'll have to 
feel, boys, with your hands what the 
matter is.”’ 

This advice was adopted. But in order 
to get at the reverse lever where it was 
holding CCowan, the men had to go under 
the water. Not being able to stay long) 
and the current being quite strong they 
made small progress. 

Finally, at the suggestion of the engin- 
eer, several of the men standing on the} 
trucks thrust one of the crew head fore- 
most down into the water. This was a 
little better. After five hours’ work the} 
men were able to move the lever so 
that Cowan was released.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


Distribution of Stocks Augmenting 
. Gold Exports, 


Over the greater part of last week 
the course of prices on the Stock. Ex- 
change provided no index to the general 
financial situation. The movement of 
the stock market, which for the first 
time in a number of weeks was marked 
by much uncertainty and irregularity, 
was mainly controlled by the efforts of 
those in charge of the long advance to 
effect a distribution of securities. On 
Friday, however, the announcement of 
the Government suit against the New 
Haven Railroad, coming without warn-

THE STEEL TRADE POSITION. 


Pig Iron Market Coming Into Its Own 
—Fully 100,000 Tons Reported Sold. 


Special to The New York Times. 


PITTSBURG, May 23.—The long-expect- 
ed turn in pig iron has arrived and buy- 
ers are coming into the market with good 
orders at prevailing prices, and many in- 
quiries for different grades are being fig- 
ured on by producers and dealers. Sales 
of this week exceeded all transactions 

; since Jan, 1, and are conservatively esti- 
mated at 100,000 tons. A similar tonnage 
is under negotiation and additional sales 
are expected to be made next week. 

Most of the iron sold was basic, al- 
though some Béssemer was included. 

The largest consumer to enter the mar- 
ket was the American Steel Foundries. 
It bought 10,000 tons in the St. Louis mar- 

bows and closed contracts with a large 
Pittsburg producer for 25,000 tons for de- 
livery in June, July, and August. The 

| St. Louis price was $16.50 at furnace, and 
the price paid for the valley fron is said 
to be a shade under $15 at furnace. In 
addition to the sales mentioned, producers 
in the Pittsburg and surrounding districts 
have sold fully 75,000 tons, principally 
basic. 

A considerable tonnage of No. 2 foundry 
also has been sold, but tie minimum 
price was $14.60, valley furnaces, and 
som2 went at a higher price. Bessemer, 
which was weak at $16 at furnace a 
short time ago, cannot be had at much 
under $17, .and this likely will be the 
{minimum during the coming week. A 
| stiff demand is developing, and if condi- 
!tions in the finished lines are improved, 
which seems to have been assured by 
the action taken at the New York meeting 
of representatives of the large interests, 
there is no doubt that pig iron prices 
for the last half of the year will be 
much higher than have prevailed since 
Jan. 1, . 

The large stocks in the yards of the 
valley furnaces are going down napidly, 
indicating that old contracts are being 
taken out. The stocks on hand are not 
now regarded as a menace to the market, 
as there is a probability that all the iron 
in stock and what will be made during 
the rest of the year will be consumed. 
The pessimist has taken a back seat 
and the optimist is being consulted as to 
prospects for the future. 

One of the “ optimists,’’ or, rather, 2 
dealer who has handled pig iron sales 
amounting to millions of tons in the last 
ten years, said emphatically at the close 
of the week: “‘ This has been @ remark- 
able week in the pig iron trade, and I am 
not exaggerating conditions by saying 
that fully 100,000 tons have been actually 
sold and that a like tonnage will be dis- 
posed of in the coming week. I am con- 
fident that $17, valley furnace, will be 
the price of Bessemer iron before the end 
of the month and that basic iron will not 
be far behind, say about $1 a ton. The 
sales of basic this week, I must admit, 
were at a shade under $15, but 1 do not 
believe this price can be duplicated.

A top- 
heavy credit situation seems to exist 
throughout Germany, induced very 
much, as was our own of last year, by 
striking industrial activity, coupled 
with extravagant Government and 
municipal expenditure.

Until the crop 
demands make themselves felt, or busl- 
ness picks up sufficiently to require 
the keeping of this money at home, it 
will continue to flow this way and to 
make for ease in the money market, 
There was no regret discoverable over 
the failure of Congress to agrea upon 
a@ currency measure, for it was recog~- 
nized that, in its existing frame of 
mind, any bill would have been of more 
than doubtful value. A commission like 
that proposed will be far less useful 
than one having in its membership 
bankers and merchants conversant with 
both theory and condition in money.

{BRIDGE NOW 25 YEARS OLD. 


What a Quarter Century of Hard Serv- 
ice Shows on Brooklyn Structure. 


Declared by experts to be stronger to- 
day than it ever was before, the Brooklyn 
Bridge entered on its twenty-sixth year 
of service yesterday. The occasion was 
celebrated by the flying of mammoth 
American flags from the towers at each 
end. 

On May 24, 1883, the bridge was first 
opened to the public with a big demon- 
stration, and several thousand more or 
less tiniid people ventured over it for the! 
first time. To-day it is noted not so 
much for its size but its wonderful sta- 
vility with what is equal to almost the} 
entire population of the United States 
passing back and forth over it in a single 
year. 

In one day now nearly as many passen- 
gers cross the bridge as In a month during 
the first year it was open. Between 3,000 
and 4,000 trolleys cross it every day. In 
the first day the cable road was operated ! 
8,528 passengers were carried, and this 
was considered an enormous business. 

“Rush hours" have been the bane of 
the bridge’s existence. From the first 
recorded jam when there was an accident 
on Decoration Day, 1883, the problem of 
handling the crowds on the bridge has 
been a big one. The Decoration Day jam 
resulted from a woman falling down the 
steps at the New York tower which caused 
a@ panic, and twelve persons lost their 
lives in the crush. But the bridge has 
been singularly free from fatal acci- 
dents. Out of the hundreds of millions of 
passengers carried over it on the bridge 
rairoad only one has been killed in the 
twenty-five years, 


GOLD .EXPORT FIGURES. 


Exports Since April 15 Reach $30,000,-

RAILROADS ADOPT 
NEW SHIPPING RULE 


To Require Clearer Marking of 


All Less Than Carload 
Lots of Freight. 


'TO DO AWAY WITH LOSSES 


Causes Rallroads Heavy Loss 
on Damage Claims. 


The railroads in the so-called official 
classification territory, including all the 
States east of the Mississippi River and 
north of the Ohio River, have decided to 
put into effect on July 1 new rules re- 
garding the marking of less than carload 
lots of freight with a view to doling away 
with heavy losses incurred by the rail- 
roads through improper marking of 
freight packages. It has been the cus- 
tom, which has prevailed over a long 
period of years, for shippers to mark 
their less than carload freight with 
some initial or other blind mark, which 
was in turn entered on the bill of lading 
in which was given the name and ad- 
dress of the consignee. This practice 
was resorted to by shippers, partly to 
save time in marking package freight and 
partly for the purpose of concealing from 
competitors the names of customers. 

The railroads have now decided that 
after July 1 next no less than carload 
lots will be received unless each package 
is properly marked or tagged with the 
name and address of the constgnees, Nor 
will any packages of freight not marked 
in accordance with this rule be accepted 
for transportation from railroads in oth- 
er sections. 

While the railroads have countenanced 
this blind marking of package freight, 
it has been a source of heavy loss to 
them, and at last an understanding has

been reached by the 416 railroads in the 
official classification territory to do away 
with this abuse. It frequently happens, 
when a large number of packages are in- 
tended for the same consignee, that ship- 
pers mark only one or two, leaving the 
others without any mark at all. If the 
shipments become mixed with others at 
transfer points, there is no way of iden- 
tifying them. The consequence has been 
great delay, vexation on the part of both 


shippers and consignees, and claims 
against the railroad. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
on its lines east of Pittsburg, last year 
paid out $342,520 for claims for goods 
‘lost in transit,’ an increase of 84 per 
cent. over 1906, Of this amount, $176,2 
was traced to the fact that shippers had 
marked their goods improperly. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad during 1907 sent 
to its unclaimed freight station at Down- 
ingtown 18,000 packages on which there 
were no marks to enable the company to 
forward the freight to proper consignee 
and destination. 

Figures prepared by the Trunk Line 
Association for seventeen principal lines 
in the official classification territory 
whose freight earnings amounted in 1907 
to $541,725,712—an increase over 1906 of 
10.2 per cent.—were called upon to pay 
for loss and damage to freight in 1907 no 
less than $5,506,794, or fully 1 per cent. 
of the total freight earnings—an increase 
of 22.4 per cent. over 1906. 

It is estimated that about 45 per cent. 
of loss and damage claims are due to 
‘losses in transit,"" which means that 
in 1907 the losses on this score of these 
seventeen lines were about $2,500,000. Of 
this amount upward of $1,250,000, it is 
said, was caused by the blind marking 
of the less than carload shipments, It is 
the design of the railroads now to stop 
all losses from this cause. 

Some of the roads have for several years 
been seeking to remedy this abuse, but 
competitive, conditions rendered it im- 
possible unlees all railroads became a 
party to the more rigid practice. Har- 
mony of action has now been obtained, 
and as the new rule will be filed by each 
line with the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission it will be binding upon each road, 
and any departure from itt will become, 
under the law, a “ discrimination.”’ The 
railroads will enforce the rule not only 
against all shipments originating on their 
lines, but agents at transfer points will 
be instructed to refuse to receive from 
other railroads any shipments which may 
by error at originating points have been 
improperly or inadequately marked.

THE CUBAN SUGAR CROP. ! 


Heavy Falling Off Indicated In Small 
Shipments—Poor Outlook for 1909. 


An indication of the extent of the fall- 
ing off of sugar production in Cuba this 
year is indicated by returns up to April | 
6 from the United Railways of Havana, a 
transportation company which serves the 
sugar planters of the Provinces of Ha- 
vana, Matanzas, and a portion of Santa 
Clara. Up to April 6 this road had re- 
ceived 2,071,141 sacks, against total re- 
ceipts for the whole of last year’s grind- 
ing season of 4,053,712 sacks. 

Inasmuch as the grinding season for the 
district covered by the United Railways 
has practically ended, it may be expected 
that the addition to the tonnage receipts 
given will not exceed 15 per cent., thus 
indicating for the year a falling off of 
from 40 to 45 per cent., which would 
show that the sugar crop of the island 
will be between 850,000 and 900,000 tons. 
As the middle of April marks the virtual 
end of the grinding season, !t is possibile 
to estimate with some degree of accuracy, 
and it is now believed that a figure some- 


what short of 900,000 tons will express the | 


possible maximum. 

The lack of rain up to this time is an- 
other discouraging feature, and it is al- 
ready predicted that 
1909 will be short of this season’s crop. 
The effect of the realization of the crop, 
despite the satisfactory prices which are 
being obtained by some of the producers, 
combined with the general business de- 


ranches of trade, is not reassuring to the 
minds of the Cuban or foreign business | 
men in Havana and elsewhere. The most | 
pessimistic opinion as to the business fu- | 
ture of this year seems to prevail. 

The one thing which will do more to 
restore confidence and the optimism so 
natural to Cuba is an abundance of rain 
during the Summer. Pending such de- ; 
velopment the importations are falling 
off, mercantile business is small in value, 
and banks are becoming still more con- 
servative as to credits.

HOW JACKY SAVED 
THE KEARSARGE 


Breeman Risked His Life to Pro- 
tect the Magazine After Ex- 


plosion in a Turret. 


NEARLY STIFLED IN SMOKE 


Many Other Modest Heroes In the 
Warships Who Are Rarely 
Heard of Ashore. 


“Y was wondering whether in that 
crowd of 300,000 that cheered the men of 
the Atlantic Fleet when they marched 
through the streets of San Francisco re- 
cently there was one who had ever heard 
of George Breeman,” said a sailor of the 
battleship New Hampshire yesterday to a 
brother jacky of, the cruiser Tacoma. 
They were two of a group that had gath- 
ered in the reading room of the Naval 

oung Men’s Christian Association in 
io Street, Brooklyn, and were talking 
about the good times their brothers of 
the Atlantic Fleet were having on the 
Pacific Coast. 

In the reading room crowd were three 
or four sailors from the New Hampshire, 
two or three from the Tacoma, and a 
man or so from the submarine flotilla 
now at the New York Navy Yard. They 
‘were all seasoned jackies, and were left 
at home when the great fleet sailed be- 
Cause somebody had to stay behind to 
Man the ships, large and small, that 
were left in the Atlantic. 

They were rejoicing over the splendid 
thowing made by their fellows on the 


other side of the continent, and more 
than once referred to the interview given 
out By the Secretary of the Navy a few 
days ago, in which he said that 20,000 
better behaved or neater appearing young 


men could not be picked at random from 
the college men of the United States than 


the 20,000 who manned the sixteen big 
battleships on the greatest voyage in 
tBaval history. 

These men in blue all wished that they, 
foo, were with the boys in the Pacific, 
but the wish was not an envious one. 
They are proud of the record made by 


their more fortunate brothers. They spoke 
In affectionate terms of Admiral Evans, 
who has seen his last duty as a com- 
ander on the seas; of Capt. “ Dick”’ 

ainwright, the famous commander of 
the Gloucester, destined now for greater 
honors; of Admiral Sperry, the diplomatic 
and popular successor of Admiral Evans, 
and of McCrea, the tender-hearted com- 
Mander of the Georgia, who is loved like 
a father by every man who ever served 
was of the deeds of 
their own enlisted brothers that they 

ked the most, and when the story of 
ow George Breeman saved the Kearsarge 
Was told everybody agreed that he was 
entitled to a place near the top of the 
roll of honor. 

Breeman is now a warrant officer on the 
Kansas. He got his promotion by one of 
the most heroic acts that grace the rec- 
@rds of the service afloat. It happened 

out two years ago in Cuban waters, at 

e time of the turret explosion on the 

earsarge, in which two officers and nine 

en were killed. In the words of a New 
mpshire bluejacket this is how he did 


“ Breeman was just a sailor then, and 
obody outside of his shipmates had ever 
eard of him, but when the time to think 
and act came he was right there, as this 
story will prove. When the explosion oc- 
curred in the forward thirteen-inch tur- 
ret of the Kearsarge, Breeman was at 
work in the ammunition room under the 
turret. Breeman realized instantly that 
ome accident had happened, but did not 
ow what it was until a part of the 
burning mares that had blotted out those 
eleven lives dropped down from the tur- 
et into the handling room where he was. 
he door connecting this room with the 
magazine was open, and a moment’s de- 
lay meant the certain loss of the Kear- 
barge. 
“Did George take it on the run? He 
did, and went in the direction which led 
the magazine. He knew that great 
charges. of powder were stored in that 
room, and that if the fire ever reached 
them it would be all over with the ship. 
Through the stifling powder smoke that 
‘poured into the handling room he dashed 
eadlong in the direction of the maga- 
zine. 

“The flame was within a few inches of 
the door that stood between the Kear- 
sarge and oblivion when Breeman stag- 
gcred up to it. Almost suffocated and 
unable to see, he threw himself against 
it, and a moment later he heard the click 
that meant the Kearsarge was_ saved. 
For doing that he got a medal of honor 
and was made a warrant officer. Say, 
do you suppose anybody in San Francisco 
ever heard of Breeman?”’ 

“And I wonder if any in that crowd 
knew anything about ‘Orly’ Tagland, or 
Picard, or Barry, or Nordstrom, or Cava- 
naugh, or Carpenter, or Herrick, the last 
named being the boy that put out the 
burning powder on the Kearsarge, and 
who, like Breeman, got his reward from 
the Navy Department?’ added a Tacoma 
bluejacket. 

When Midshipman Kimball of the 
Georgia becomes a Rear Admiral in due 
course of time -he will remember ‘“ Orly” 
Tagland. When that terrible explosion 
lives on ‘the 
battleship Georgia happened during tar- 
get practice in Cape Cod Bay last Sum- 
mer, Tagland was one of the men in the 
death turret, and to save young Kimball's 
Yife he shielded him from the flames with 
his own body. He will carry the marks 
of that heroic act to the grave, and he 
is still one of the best loved men on the 
flagship Georgia. 

John Barry, now of the Atlantic Fleet, 
Was on board the auxiliary cruiser Yo- 
Bemite when that vessel was lost in a 

hoon off the Island of Guam in the 

nter of 1900. Barry made desperate 
efforts to rig up a steering gear to save 
the foundering vessel, and, according to 
the stories told in the navy, he nearly 
succeeded. He was among the last to 
leave the ship before she sank. 

These are but a few of the heroes of 
the American Navy who are still unknown 
to fame. In one of his reports Admiral 
Bvans referred to a score that had fig- 
ured in heroic incidents on the trip that 
ended at Magdalena Bay, and there are 
scores of others who deserve a nitch in 
the temple of fame for the way they did 
their duty in the moment of peril, but it 
would take a book to tell it.

Engineer Bion J) Arnold Reports 
That System’s Efficiency Can 
Be Greatly Increased. 


MORE AND LARGER TRAINS 


Defects Discovered In the System 
Which Can Be Taken Advantage 
Of In Buliding New Tubes. 


Bion J. Arnold, Consulting Hngineer, 
has presented his final report on the Sub- 
way to the Public Service Commission. 
This report bears on the capacity of the 
Subway and deals with the fundamental 
design of the system, and what changes 
are necessary to remgfy defects or omis- 
gions so as to increase the capacity to its 


maximum. 

One of the fundamentl defects of the 
Subway, Mr. Arnold says, is ‘* that it fails 
to carry sufficient passengers upon 4 
fixed G-cent fare to justify the large 
investment which was finally found neces- 
gary to produce this splendid means of 
transportation.” He finds that the total 
amount invested for construction and 
equipment amounts to approximately $75,- 
000,000, of which $50,000,000 may be 
charged to permanent way and $25,000,000 
to equipment. Estimating that the Sub- 
way will carry 200,000,000 passengers 
during 1908, the year’s income would be 
$10,000,000 gross, which will be only about 
18 per cent. of the actual investment, 
whereas surface and elevated railroads 
show amounts equivalent to 20 and 25 per 
cent. of their cost. Allowing 45 per cent. 
of the gross receipts for operating ex- 

enses and maintenance, Mr. Arnold says 
here will be jeft as net earnings to be 
applied for interest, depreciation, taxes, 
sinking fund, and profit only 7.33 er cent. 
upon the investment of $75,000,000. 

“My investigations,” says Mr. Arnold, 
** have led me to believe that the capacity 
of the present Subway, as now operated 
can be increased fully 60 per cent., an 
possibly 75 per cent., without greatly 
changing its construction; that it will be 
possible to construct new subways with 
a capacity from two to three times as 
great as that now being realized with 
the present Subway, and that the op- 
erating expenses and fixed charges for 
future subways can be reduced to an 
amount that will make it possible not 
enly to produce a satisfactory return on 
the investment, but also to set aside a 
fair amount each year to take care of de- 
preciation.”’ 

Mr. Arnold refers to his previous report, 
in which it was shown that the headway 
between trains, which now often reache 
two minutes and ten seconds, can be r 
duced to ninety seconds by starting trains 
by automatic signal in place of the bell 
rope, installing a speed control signal 
system to allow following trains to reach 
station platforms more promptly, and to 
provide extra doors in the sides of the 
cars and guide railings on station plat-

OPPOSES LONG FRANCHISES. 


Fifty-Year Grants One of the Chief 
Reasons for Veto of Transit BIll. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, May 24.—Because of his de- 
sire to clean up the work of the thirty- 
day bills and to reach other necessary 
work, Gov. Hughes had to forego his 
promised trip to Brooklyn to-day to par- 


ticipate In the memorial services of the 
civil war veterans. This evening he gave 
out memoranda on the two New York 
City Rapid Transit bills which he vetoed 
yesterday. To-morrow he promises to 
write memoranda giving nis reasons for 
not approving the proposed amendments 
to the insurance law providing for com- 
anies increasing thelr business and mak- 
ng autos msurable. He hopes also to 
give some attention to his omnibus veto 
message. There are several individual 
measures also which he wishes to discuss. 
He finds as a reason for vetoing the 
bill amending the Rapid Transit act that 
the plan proposed by this bill is illusory 
and injurious, and then says:

capital had been exhausted. Unless pri- 
vate capital could be induced to under- 
take construction, nothing would be 
gained by the bill. 

“The demand that the ons of 
the bill should be resort to and for 
consequent relief to the city would most 
pro ly interrupt the execution of plans 
which are feasible even under present 
conditions; and if the efforts to secure 
construction by private capital proved 
futile, we should have suffered serious 
delays in securing a proper settlement 
of this great Wace ys 

“I do not think it likely that private 
capital could be induced to construct 
upon the proposed terms. But it may be 
regarded as certain that if private capital 
could be induced to construct under the 
provisions of this bill it would demand 
the most favorable terms. It is idle to 


suppose that if the law permitted the 
grant of @ privilege for fifty years, pri- 
vate capital would bid for the privilege 
on a basis of twenty-five years or any 
pectos less than fifty years. And no re- 
jance should be placed upon the expecta- 
tion that the authorities would refuse to 
sell the privilege for a full term.’’ 

The Governor finds that the main fea- 
ture of the bill is the provision for fifty- 
year franchise grants, put he does not 
belleve in that policy, holding that the 
city should’ not lose its control over its 
highways for rapid transit for such a 
period. Then he says: 

‘It is most important that we should 
have a development of transft facilities 
in New York City. There is mothing in 
which I am more interested. But even 
on the pmareper terms proposed I do not 
think tha is bill assures it or gives 
reasonable promise of it. On the con- 
trary, I believe that it will postpone rapid 
transit development.” 

A better understanding of the financial 
condition of the city is the first need, he 
declares. The Legislature has passed a 
resolution for an amendment to the Con- 
stitution providing that rapf{a transit in- 
debtedness shall not under epecified con- 
ditions be considered in estimating the 
city’s debt limft. If this fs agafn passed 
by the next Legislature it can be adopted 
in 1909 by the poore. 

The Governor lieves that the matter 
will be settled in the near future,

LESS DEMAND FOR PRAYER. 


Ocean Travelers Not So Timid as 20 
Years Ago, Says Dr. Parkhurst. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, 
who leaves for his annual trip to Europe 
in a few days, referred to ocean travel in 
the course of his sermon in the Madison 
Square Presbyterian Church yesterday 
morning.

same. 

Dr. Goodell from this time has occupied 
several of the pulpits of the largest 
churches in. the denomination, both in the 
New England and New York Conferences, 
and has always been held im the highest 
esteem by his associates. 

There is hardly a man in Methodism who 
has enjoyed such continued success or been 
more efficient in the service of the Church. 

It cannot be questioned that the member- 
ship of Calvary Church are a unit in their 
opinion of the fitness and ability of Dr. 
Goodell to fill any place within the gift 
of the Church, and that Calvary Church 
would be a great loser if the Church at 
large should deem it necessary to take 
from them a beloved and devoted pastor.

We are not making this statement as a 
vindication of Dr. Goodell’s integrity of 
character, for he needs no defense in this 
respect, but as a protest against the meth-

others. 
We deplore the fact that in a Christian 


body representing the religiongof Jesus 

Christ there should be illustrated”a spirit of

BALTIMORE, Md., May 24.—The Methe

A Caterer Arrested for Delivering 
Ice Cream on the Sabbath 
Will Make a Test.

of ice cream at a house in North Harri- 
son Street. Mr, Purssell doesn’t have to 
drive his own wagons, but he chose to do 
so yesterday so he could have the fun of 
being arrested and then taking the case 
to the Supreme Court, 

Mr. Purssell is the leader of the cater- 
ers and ice cream men in Hast Orange, 
and as such was vested with authority to 
break the law as soon as it went into ef- 
fect. He said that when he is arraigned 
in court to-day he would plead guilty and 
then pay the fine of $25 under protest. 
Mr. Purssell was paroled as soon as he 
was arrested. The dealers haye engaged 
Herbert W. Knight of Newark to plead 
their cause in the Supreme Court.
